Notes:-Another leaf from the same gradual (or series of graduals) is held by the Los Angeles County Museum of Art with 
the call number "A.305 - 63.3" in pencil on the paper label on the verso; it contains the sung part of the end of the mass 
for Augustine of Hippo (28 August; introit, [In medio Ecclesiae aperuit os eius: et implevit eum Dominus spiritu sapientiae et 
intel]lectus: stolam gloriae induit eum), and the sung part of the mass for the feast of the Decollation of John the Baptist 
(29 August); historiated initial, L for the introit, "Loquebar de testimoniis tuis" with the letter L formed of a mermaid-like 
being who holds a basket of flowers on her head, and adjacent to her, the head of John the Baptist on a dish; running 
headline, Festa Augusti, foliated, 187; the leaf was also a gift to LACMA from Abbey Rents.
